Miller, graduate student of George 
Washington university 
The discovery is commercially im ­ 
portant because it was formerly be­ 
ld vee! that tile cedar trees carried 
only one kind of rust to attack ap­ 
ples and the attacks of all three 
occur all through the central and 
eastern United States. 
The story that would be worth the 
$50,000 prize is why these rusts have 


This is a 
necessity if the rusts are to live 
There is still another road to fame 
open to those who study the cedar’s 
Christmas decorations.

WAGE-HOUR LAW 
EXPLAINED FOR 
CANNING GROUP 


The sum m ary of the wage-hour 
law provisions th at w*as published on 
Monday from the Associated Press 
did not explain in detail the opera­ 
tion of the law as it affects canners. 
In view of the fact th a t tile can­ 
ners have received special exem p­ 
tion. the following Interpretation has 
been compiled from government bul­ 
letins: 
The 
fourteen weeks exemption, 
under which provision canners are 
now operating is d e fin e by the fed­ 
eral adm inistrator. Elmer F 
An­ 
drews. of the wage and hour division. 
United States D epartm ent of Labor, 
W ashington, D. C.. in Ills interpreta­ 
tive bulletin No. 14, released August 
21, 1939, 
This bulletin provides ex­ 
emption from the hours provision of 
the federal fair labor standards act 
for a period of fourteen weeks to 
canners of perishable fruits and 
vegetables. 
Paragraph 19 of the 
Bulletin reads in part as follows:— 
“First processing of, or canning or 
packing, 
perishable or seasonable 
fresh fruits or vegetables": 
(I) Fresh fruits and vegetables are 
the fruits and vegetables in their 
raw 
and 
natural 
state 
as 
dis­ 
tinguished from them after they are 
processed, canned or dried. 
(2> W ith respect to the operations 
included 
in 
this 
fourteen 
work­ 
week exemption from the hours pro­ 
vision of tile act. it must first be 
pointed out that tile exemption is 
applicable only ii the operations are 
performed on perishable or season­ 
able fresh fruits or vegetables. 
Paragraph 34 of the bulletin de­ 
fines 
canning 
in 
the 
following 
language:— 
"The term ’canning’ is commonly 
understood 
to mean 
hermetically 
sealing and sterilizing or pasteuriz­ 
ing 
Such sterilization or pasteuri­ 
zation is an integral part of tile can­ 
ning process. H ic term includes the 
necessary 
preparatory 
operations 
performed an agricultural or horti­ 
cultural comodities before the com­ 
modities are placed in bottles, cans 
or other hermetically sealed con­ 
tainers. as well as those of physically 
transferring the commodities to the 
bottles, cans. etc. These operations 
may include all types of prepara­ 
tions of the product such as heat­ 
ing. cooking, peeling, squeezing, cut­ 
ting, cleaning, mixing, etc. Sealing 
or labeling the cans, as well as plac­ 
ing the cans in cases or boxes arc 
also included " 


‘Fighting Harness’ 
Anchors IT. S. Pilots 


W ashington. Oct. 24 <AP> 
A new 
"fighting harness" which anchors a 
pilot to his plane but which can be 
released by touching a button has 
been developed by the Army air 
corps. 
It is designed to prevent a pilot 
from breaking his head on Hie in­ 
strum ent panel, one of the common­ 
est causes of airplane deaths. 
The harness was perfected after 
more than two years of research 
work during which Capt. Harry O. 
Armstrong, an air corps "guinea 
pig," was repeatedly strapped into a 
seat, dropped from a height of 30 
feet or more, and brought up short 
on an elastic cable. 
Tile device is essentially a pair of 
strong susj)enders fastened to the 
back of the pilot s seat and tied to 
Ills regular safety belt. 


Death R ay Can’t Be Used 
For War; Will Aid Science 


Providence, R. I., Oct. 24 (AP) — 
The price of three giant bombing 
planes will build the world’s first real 
death ray, a bright, blue beam 50 
feet long, a few inches in diam eter, 
whose touch for one instant would 
be a hum an death w arrant. 
Tile m achine is a paradox, be­ 
cause it can’t be used for war, and 
the ray for peace purposes promises 
knowledge 
beyond 
all 
present 
dreams. 
The ray machine is a cyclotron, 
which would m anufacture one-hun- 
dred-m illion-volt particles and shoot 
them out at speeds of 60.000 to 70,000 
miles an hour. Its possibilities were 
described *o the National Academy 
of Sciences by Dr. Ernest O. Law­ 
rence. of the University of Califor­ 
nia. 
Electro-M agnet 
A cyclotron is a huge electro­ 
m agnet arranged so th at atomic p ar­ 
ticles whirl around in it until they 
attain speeds of thousands of miles 
an hour. The .speeding particles are 
drawn of! and used to bombard 
chemical elements. 
The first cyclotron was invented 
by Doctor Lawrence IO years ago 
and today there are sm all electrons 
all over the world from Tokyo to 
London and many places in the 
United Stages. 
But nowhere is there anything like 
the 2.000-ton machine which Doctor 
Lawrence proposes to the National 
Academy. 
His plans are based on 
some amazing things which have 
happened in the last two months, 
at the University of California, with 
a new cyclotron, the largest in the 
world, but just half the size of the 
one which would make the blue 
death ray. 
This machine has revealed the 
surprising fact th at when the voltage 
of a cyclotron is doubled, the energy 
it develops is multiplied many fold. 
One of the things, for example, 
which cyclotrons do is to render 
ordinary 
substances 
radio-active. 
They emit the same rays as radium. 
Equal to Cosmic Rays 
The new machine showed th at 
when its voltage was stepped up 
from 8,000,000 to 16.000.000 it was 
able to produce 20 times more radio­ 
activity in iodine. 
If a valuable 


document, Uke a will were exposed 
to this present California machine, 
the paper itself would emit radium 
rays and even if lost at the bottom of 
a rubbish heap 50 ieet high, could 
be detected and found the same as 
lost radium. 
Doctor Lawrence said th a t the 
things done with the present new 
California cyclotron prove th a t the 
giant he now proposes is entirely 
feasible. 
Its 100,000,000 volts would 
give science power equal to some 
of the cosmic rays. 
These rays, for example, produce 
occasional particles known as heavy 
electrons, which are too rare for 
any experimenting. 
But the death 
ray cyclotron should be able to make 
heavy electrons in 
quantity. 
It 
would open Doctor Lawrence ex­ 
plained to the academy, a whole new 
domain of knowledge, in which dis­ 
coveries m ight be expected as sur­ 
prising as X -rays and radium. 
As a death ray the blue beam 
would have no m ilitary value for two 
reasons. 
The person touched by it 
would not die for several days and 
meanwhile would rem ain for some 
time a very live fighter. 
The giant 
is too heavy to be moved around.
